Best of the Sorial GRoses 


Many of you will not know the U. S. Plant Laws require that 
imported roses be held under quarantine observation for two years, by 
the Department of Agriculture, to be sure that no virus diseases 
develop. They then are released for propagation and sale in the U.S. 


Thanks to the personal interest of Dr. Griffith J. Buck, Iowa State 
College, Ames, Iowa and the facilities of their Horticultural Depart- 
ment, we have had a steady supply of selected foreign roses going 
through the quarantine at Ames. When released to us, we first grow 
them for trial, in small quantities. 


None are selected unless they have passed critical inspection for the 
basic qualities of good health, above average hardiness, abundance of 
bloom, and especially, distinction in color, form and “personality,” 
not necessarily better but “different” from varieties originating here. 


No-one has greater admiration for the outstanding accomplish- 
ments of the many great American hybridizers of today. But this 
need not exclude seeking and offering to you a limited number of 
Europe’s own outstanding roses. 


Those now listed here are offered by us for the first time.

OV arieties 


Archer’s Nocturne. Cli. HT. (1931.) Vig. 
Not to be confused with the American “Nocturne.” Blooms profusely all season 
in large clusters of double, 4” fragrant flowers, which I rated “velvety cerise,” a 
shade unlike any of our others. Selected from the Trials because it is “different.” 
2.00 


Bloodstone. McGredy H.T. (1949.) 4-5 feet. 
Produces a very large, well-formed, fragrant bloom of a most unusual shade of 
red as its name indicates . . . rated very hardy. Remember it had to be different 
to be selected by us. 2.00 


Coy Colleen. H.T. English Trial. Tall. 
Large, semi-double. Cream to blush—and like its namesake blushes more deeply 
in cooler spring and fall weather than in heat of summer. 2.00 


Danae. H. Musk. Semi-climber. 6 feet. 
Blooms all season . . . large clusters of canary-yellow buds open to 3” ivory toned 
flowers of nice form and rare fragrance. We consider it a worthy addition to our 
growing collection of hybrid musks, the ‘shade roses.” 2.00 


Domino. H.T. English Trial. Medium. 
First recorded by us in 1955 and again thru 1956. A very large, many-petalled 
bloom in rich, salmon-rose, of fine fragrance and consistent performance. Made 
the grade with us! 2.00 


Doreen Thorn. Cant’s H.T. Vintage 1934. 
Here are my summer notes,—"A semi-double, 4-5” soft lilac-pink, of fine form, 
which rivals our Kathleen Mills.” 

Knowing how we feel about her, the C.W. can say no more. Like Kathleen, 
Doreen is always in bloom. 2.00 


Dusky Maiden. Floribunda. (1947.) LeGrice. Medium. 
An English N.R.S. gold medal winner. Velvety, 3”, dark-red, semi-double, and a 
disease resistant plant, blooming profusely throughout the season. Takes preference 
with us over Donald Prior and World’s Fair. 

Our many notes in Spring and Summer begin and end with great enthusiasm. The 
English really have given us something here! 3 for 4.50 each 1.75 


Ellie Knabb.  H. T. by the great German, Kordes, 1934. Medium. 
First saw Ellie in 1955, and liked her. A creamy, soft-pink ... very large and 
well formed ... rated distinctive and well-worth growing. 2.00 


Emily. H. T. by F. Cant, 1949. Medium-tall. 
A really enormous, fragrant, pale lavender-pink, on an exceptionally fine plant. 
Alas we do not know the Emily for whom she is named, but flattered she should be. 
Really outstanding! 2.00 


Etain. H. Wichuriana. 8 - 10 feet. Recumbent. 
From English Trial Roses. Combines three outstanding qualities for good cover, 
which we have not found before in any one variety,— 1. Blooms from spring to 


frost. 2. Flowers in trusses of large, well-formed, soft apricot-pink of H. T. type. 
3. Foliage itself is decorative. This is a find! 2.00 


Felicia. H. Musk. (1928.) 4-5 feet. 
From English Trial Roses. A cluster-blooming Musk hybrid, with flesh-pink 
double flowers shapely in form like Souvenir Malmaison . . . powerful fragrance. 
Our trial plants were loaded with bloom throughout the summer. Is highly recom- 
mended in three of our English catalogs. 2.00 


Fragrant Beauty. Shrub. (1950.) ‘Tall. 
From English Trial Roses. A semi-double, deep rose-carmine on a fine plant. Frag- 
rance really superb! 2.00 


Golden Revelry. McGredyH.T. (1950.) Medium. 
The McGredy family for many generations has been growing fine roses. This one is 


beautifully formed, deep yellow, shading lighter to the edges . . . a free bloomer. 
We have needed a new, top quality yellow, which everybody does not have. This 
is it!

Henriette Pechtold. H. T. from Holland. (1946.) Medium.

Hispania. H.T. Spanish origin 1938. 4-5 feet.

We budded every scion we could get from the limited number of Trial 
Roses .. . that’s how Hispania rates with us. 2.00 


Hunter’s Moon. McGredyH.T. (1949.) Medium. 
We admit the name charmed us first, but this daffodil yellow is a fine garden rose 


in its own right ... by this or any other name. We will use more adjectives when 
we have more plants. 2.00

Joyce. H.T. F.Cant. (1950.) Medium. 
It’s the “unusual” we constantly are looking for. Joyce qualifies. A beautiful 
shade of dark red new and different to us. Fine form and fragrance . . . very 
free bloom. 2.00 


Juliet. H.P. (1910.) 5-6 feet. 
A William Paul creation from the English Trial roses. My spring-summer notes 
read,—"This is a large, very double, soft salmon-pink, with a yellow base...

Karl Herbst. H. T. by Kordes. (1950.)

Lady Elgin. H.T. Patent 1469. Tall.

Lady Penzance. Sweetbrier. 6-7 feet. 
From the trials. An English Sweetbrier with the apple-scented foliage, similar to 
Eglantine, perhaps a more modest grower. The Spring crop of single flowers are 
pale copper. So many have wanted Lady Penzance, we are again growing it. 2.00 


Mabel Morrison. H.P. (1878.) 4-5 feet. 
From English Trials. A large, blush-pink with 30 petals, resembling a classical, 
shaped Camellia... fragrant . . . and profuse all-season bloom. The plant is 
unusually compact ... beautiful blue-green foliage furnishes a perfect foil for the 
nearly white blooms. Certainly has won the heart of “Hon. Secretary” after two 
years association. 2.00 


Marchioness of Londonderry. Irish H. P. 5 - 6 feet. 
From the Trial Roses. A 50 petal rose of really ertormous size, yet delicately lovely 
in palest pink. Heavy spring and fall bloom. The large, sturdy plants respond 
generously to heavy feeding.
